DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 43-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. It isn't clear how the back plate is connected 
to the lower cuff. In figure 7, the back plate is shown. However, the lower cuff isn't 
shown. The preamble of claim 43, recites a knee brace; but it isn't clear how a back 
plate is part of a knee brace. The preamble should read - a knee brace system - which 
would allow the back plate and the lower cuff to be claimed together. Also although 
claims 23-38 were indicated as allowable, the connection has to be made between the 
lower cuff and the back plate.
